Peking, May: 23.—H 4 Jearned 
that the famous archacalogist, , Sir 
‘Aurel Stein, started for Home from 


Sinkiang on May 18, abandoning ! 


his scientific oxpedition largely 
owing to ‘hindrances placed in his 
way by’ the -local authoritics, 

The Society for the Preservaticn 
of Ancient Relies, which conducted 
a strong campaign Inst December 
for tho ,expulsion ‘of Sir Aurel 
Stein, hus received a telegram from 
General Chin, chairman of the 
Sinkiang Provincial Government, 
suy ig that in’ response to ite re- 
peated requests he has ordered Sir 
Aurel Stein to Jeave the province. 

Sir Aurel Stein has carried out 
a number of important geographi- 
en) and archacological explorations 
in Central Asia and West China, 
In December the Society for the 
Preservation of Ancient Relics 
petitioned: the Centra) Government 
alleging that he was, not only 
guilty’ of attempting to remove 
vuluable relies from China but that, 
before coming to this country, he 
mado # speech in the United States 
attacking Young China and tho 
Kuomintang atid announcing that 
he could bribe the Sinkinng officials 
to sllew him tf earry out his 
punposes. :

| The main object of his expedition 
was to discover the old route of the 
famous Buddhist monk’ Hevan 
Tsang who, during the Tang 
Dynasty, penetrated from China as 
far as North India and the Caspian 
Bea, although a search wos aleo to 
he made for more relics. 


Before, leaving India Sir. Aurel 


Steiti again gaye assurances to the 
India Government that ‘he would 
not remove objects from China 
without the ‘consent of the. Chinese 
Government. He was interested in 
science for its own sake, he declar- 
ed, and emphasized that the actual 
place or country in which his finds 
were deposited was o subordinate 
matter as long as the best scientific 
use could -be'mnade of them.
